Tlie Cultivation of tlie Chinese Sugar 
Cane—"Manufacture of Syrup and 
JUolasses. 


[Concluded from yesterday.]

WHAT MR. MILLER HAS DOSE THE FAST YEAR. 


Daring the past year Mr. Miller cultiva- 


ted three and'a half acres.of sugar cane, 
on a light, sandy loam, aa before described, 
the cane for the most part /having attained 
a thorough maturity. The yield ;yas about 
one hundred and eighty gallons to the acre, 
which..Mr...M.'. deems, a fair crop—the range 
of a-fair crop he regards .as from 150 to 
to 250 gallons, to the acre. 
This syrup.he 


thinks will yield close on to .50 per cent, of 
sugar. In addition to .his own crop, ha has 
manufactured for his neighbors enough 6 
make an aggregate of nearly eleven, hun- 
dred gallons. All that he has made has 
been of. an excellent quality.

The caiie having for the most part attain- 


ed a thorough maturity, I commenced my 
operations with, a view of ascertaining the 
percent, of sugar contained in .its'juice, 
this being the desideratum sought by those 
engaged in its culture, and for this purpose 
made a memorandum of a few experiments 
performed under different circumstances, 
resulting as indicated by the. following ta- 
ble. The time of the experiments is given, 
the temperature of the atmosphere ascer- 
tained by Fahrenheit's thermometer, the 
density of juice and syrup by Baume's sac- 
charometer. and the number of gallons of 
juice to .one of syrup.

The first experiment of which I took 


note was made on-the 6th of. October, tem- 
perature, etc., as indicated above. , .The. 
cane was apparently well ripened, and the 
syrup presented a light colpriand.possessed 
a pleasant flavor; drew off into coolers and 
set away to grain ; crystajized in 48 hours; 
used lime vyater to .neutralize the free acid 
in the juice. .

Oct. 13.—Expressed and boiled down 35 


gallons as above ; .placed in a room.with a 
temperature, varying from 75 to 80 degrees ; 
prrained in 20 hours; neutralized the acid 
as before.

Nov. 1.-—Expressed from the four lower 


joints of the cane 30 gallons of the juice, 
weighing lOi Baume, and boiled down to 
28° B ; turned off the fire and passed thro' 
four feet of animal charcoal, and then re- 
boiled to 48° B ; drew out and set away in 
a warm room, as in the second experiment, 
to grain. This crystalized-as soon as cold. 
I allowed it ..to remain in the same vessel 
six days then put it in. a drainer .with a per- 
forated bottom, to drain, where it drained 
out and became dry in four weeks'time, 
yielding full 50. per. cent, of good dry sugar, 
equal in. every respect to ths .best brown 
sugars of commerce.

The two preceding experiments, in which 


I used the.entire stalk, yielded a little less 
than 40 per ceut.. of sugar, equal, in color 
and size of crystal to the latter, but not in. 
flavor. 
The animal charcoal, or bone-black, 


not only causes it to drain out more readi- 
ly, but seems most effectually to remove 
the sorghum tuste, and to impart to it a fla- 
vor not altogether unlike that of honey. : 


My whole operations during the entire 


season, in which I made over onathousabd 
gallons of syrup, were conducted upon the 
same principle as were the first two.exper- 
iments just given, with similar results—the 
syrup made from .different lots of cane 
yielding, when placed in the proper temper- 
ature to grain,.from 30. to 50 per cent.! of" 
sugar; and the syrup, drained -therefrom 
was equal if not superior to that in its orig- 
inal uncrystalized state. . And here I leal 
warranted in saying that no more difficulty 
attends the manufacture, of: sugar from well 
matured cane—excepting, the time acdlla- 
bor necessary .to effect c'rystalizatibn and 
draining—then, syrup -when the proper ap- 
pliances be employed for its 
manufacture. 


I used a horizontal three-roller horse 


power press for expressing the juice, man- 
ufactured by E. Briggs of South Band, ca- 
pable of pressing out sixty gallons per hour; 
and the patent rotary alternating sugar 
evaporator for. evaporating the same,'. to 
which is attached a stirring apparatus, ena- 
bling the operator thereby to reduce the 
syrup to any'required degree of'density, 
laithout the least danger of scorching, and 
by the rotary principle to remove, by sim- 
ply turning the eyaporator half way round, 
or by performing a half revolution, the syr- 
up entirely, away from the fire, where it can 
be drawn off at leisure while the juice . in 
the opposite side is beirig boiled down;— 
Where there is any considerable quantity of 
syrup, from which sugar is desired .to-be 
made, I would offer it simply as my opin- 
ion that the most effectual way, and that 
attended with the least trouble, would ba to 
set it away in barrels until warm weather, 
when it will, without auy artificial heat, per- 
fect crystalizatiou and 'separate itself, the 
sugar settling to the bottom and the syrup 
rising to the top of the barrel, where it can 
be drawn off; after which the.lower end of 
the barrel .can be perforated sufficiently to 
allow the molasses retained in the sugar to' 
drain,out, leaving the sugar ia a short time 
d r y a n d f i t f o r use. . . . . • ' '

From these experiments, and from his 


experience for the'last three years,' Mr.. 
Miller derives the highest satisfaction now 
and great hopes for the future. 
He thinks 


the day is not far distant when sugar will 
rank among the.staple productions ofithe 
middle and most of the northwestern states. 
He sees no reason why sugar cannot; be 
made here' in quantities sufficient at. least 
to supply the home demand, an^l thus by 
enlightened, energetic free "labor, expended 
upon'free-soil, add another valuable agri- 
cultural production to the list of stapled ar- 
ticles by which is being established the in- 
dependence' from .slave rule of the. great 
and growing Eorth'west. 


:; "Tlie:nhcrystalizable sugar, 'or glucose, 
undergoeSvthe same change; that is to say, 
it is more abundant before than after tho 
complete maturity; .but its action seems 
less unfavorable to the progress of crystali- 
zation. . The gummy principle obstructs it 
in two ways; for besides being a serious 
obstacle to the commencement of crystaliza- 
tion, it afterwards renders it almost a mat- 
ter of impossibility to purge the crystals, if 
obtained.

"However, as I observed, this 'difficulty 


only presents itself in the employment of 
unripe canes ; for, as soon as the.juices 
attain the density or 1.080 and more, they 
contain but little else than crystalizable su- 
gar, and their treatment presents no diffi- 
culty."

the opinion of Mr.'Miller, that the ripe 
cane, especially for sugar, is preferable, in 
fact essential.

WHA.T THE IlEFINEKS THINK. 


The refiners, we .understand, like the syr- 


up, and would be glad to refine and crystal- 
ize it. Brit the chief difficulty is in the 
amount now raised. -For instance our Chi- 
cago refinery would require about -18,000 
pounds of sugar, or 40 to 50 barrels of syr- 
up, for the purpose of an experiment that 
would really determine the character of the 
article. These are much larger amounts 
than have been produced by anyone man 
or perhaps in any: town, and hence the dif- 
Scnlty of gathering that amount in one lot. 
Let us hope that an experiment commen- 
surate to the importance of the subject may 
:soon.be made. ;

Tno Prospects Before us, 


The crisis in which the country has beea 


involved since the 6th of November, seems 
to be fast culminating. Day after day, for 
weeks past, we have been expecting some 
overt act which should precipitate the great 
questions of the day, whether secession and 
revolution were to go Dn unchecked by the 
general government until the union of states 
were destroyed, or whether it should be 
demonstrated that the general government 
had vigor enough to force its authority, and 
proclaim to the world that we indeed have 
a national government. 


The interest of the people in this drama, 


or this tragedy, as it inay be, which is pass- 
ing before them, has had its center, some- 
times at Fort Sumter, at other times at the 
national capital, and lastly, at Pensacola. 
At each of these places, it has been proba- 
ble, at various times, that the civil war 
would begin which would test the strength 
af our federal government. 
Tha scene 


shifts between them, according to the ru- 
mors of the hour which come over the wires. 
During the last few days the public mind 
has been excited by a vague apprehension 
that something had happened to the brave 
little garrison at Fort Sumter, which almost 
alone dafies the rebels of the south. 
Since 


the 29th of January, nothing has been 
heard from Maj. Anderson. At that time 
there were published in the Charleston pa- 
pers accounts of a war vessel on their coast, 
and of boats seen in the night in the har- 
bor, or its approaches, whose appearances 
were suspicious. Later there was a rumor 
from Washington, that Fort Sumter had 
been reinforced, but this rests upon no posi- 
tive evidence, so that there remains a pain- 
ful uncertainty in relation to the events 
which have transpired at Charlea'ton, during 
the past week. 


At Pensacola the brave Lieut. Slemmer 


has been able by & masterly inactivity in 
relation to his beseigers, and a still more 
masterly activity in his own garrison, to de- 
prive his drunken, disorderly beseigers, of 
all hope of success, and they have dispersed 
to their homes in Alabama and Louisiana. 
It is not probable they will again re-appear 
in any force. War is expensive and it re- 
quires discipline, patience aud labor, and 
in all these the southern guerrillas are defi- 
cient. 
Give them plenty of hominy, bacon 


and whiskey, and they are valiant and 
boastful; but a deficiency of any of ihese 
essentials, especially of the latter, aud their 
courage vanishes. 


Whether there is any danger at Wash- 


ington it is difficult to determine. Gen. 
Scott thinks there it, and goes on making 
his preparations for defenoe and protection 
upon this theory. It does not appear, how- 
ever, that the committee of' investigation 
appointed by the house has discovered any 
thing positively alarming, although there is 
evidence enough of a disposition to destroy 
the government and take the capital. The 
traitors do not seem to have any head, or 
rallying point of organization for forcible 
measures. Gov. Wise, is, no doubt ready 
to boss the job, but his fellow traitors do 
not have the utmost confidence in his judg- 
ment. It is well, however, that we have 
Gen. Scott at the capitol, and the nation re- 
poses confidence in his sagacity and expe- 
rience. 


"We cannot say that the people, the re- 


publican portion of them, especially, are as 
fully satisfied with their political leaders.— 
The extraordinary position taken by Mr. 
Seward, and the compromises advocated by 
other republicans, by which their principles 
nre surrendered, have alarmed many. 


The session of a compromising conven- 


tion from about half the states of the Un- 
ion, called at the instance of Virginia, to 
ratify amendments to the constitution for 
the protection of slavery, are events preplex- 
ing and unsatisfactory. 


There is also in session at Montgomery 


Alabama, a convention of all the seceding 
states, called for the purpose of forming a 
southern confederacy. Judging from the 
previous policy of the secessionists, .they 
will delay in none of their movements, on 
paper ; their discretion appears to be con- 
spicuous only in not commencing actual 
war. They will, therefore, probably pro- 
ceed to form a southern confederacy and 
elect provisianal officers immediately, 


Eecent developments of opinion in Ken- 


tucky and Tennessee render it certain that 
those states will not hitch themselves to the 
car of disunion. 
The same prospects are 


apparent, also, in Missouri, although des- 
perate efforts are made by the secessionists. 


The defeat of the secessionists in Vir- 


ginia, at the election of delegates on Mon- 
day, will dampen their ardor, and, probably; 
pave t,he way for some compromise at Wash- 
ington. 


On the whole the prospects are more 


peaceful than a week ago, and quite favora- 
ble to a surrender of the principles con- 
tended for by the republicans at the late presi- 
dential election. 
Slavery will, we think, re- 


ceive the guarantees for protection, which 
it demands, then the seceding states will 
come back, and the farce will end by the 
backing down of the north. 


BBS WADE'S COMPROMISE.—The sturdy 


old senator from Ohio hag at last fallen in- 
to the prevalent fashion of the times, and 
offered a compromise. 
It is as follows :— 


" I am of the opinion, as'a Christian man," 
aays he, "that two hundred of the leaders 
of this conspiracy should! be hung as trait- 
ors.
